To PERMS AT LAST. 


After Two Weeks, During Which Not a 


Passenger Was Carried, Contending 
Factions Settle Differences—Service 
Will Be Resumed This Morning, 


Workers Recefvying 20 Cents an 
Hour—Even Those Arrested will Be | 
Taken Back if Freed by Court. 


New Orleans, La., Oct. 12.—[Special.]— 
The strike of street railway employés, which 
effectually blocked traffic on all city car 
lines for two weeks, was settied tonight at 
6 o'clock by the union almost unanimously 
accepting the governor’s ultimatum on a se- 
cret ballot. 

Negotiations which began last night con- 
tinued until 7 o’clock this morning, when 
the executive board finally. decided to sub- 
mit the matter to a genera) meeting of the 
union this afternoon. The basis of settile- 
ment is that the men will go back to work 
in the morning at 20 cents an hour, up to 
tem hours a day, with a miniumum of seven 
and a half hours a day, no discrimination to 
‘be made against any of the men under 
charges, and as many to be taken back as 
are needed for the operation of the com- 


pany's liges. 


Conipany Makes a Concession.

It is understood that the ordinance of the 
Illinois Pneumatic association, asking for a 
franchise to put in a system of mall carrying 
tubes, which was held back a week ago, will 
be introduced by Ald.

Cast to Remain Till Spring, but Fa- 
tient Will Be Able to Go About 
the House in a Few Weeks — Two 
Hours’ Time Are Required and.the 
“Vienna Professor Has No Doubt of 
Success. - 


„Tus operation which Mr. and Mrs. J. Ogden 


Armour hope will cure their daughter Lolita, 


who has been a cripple since birth, was per- 


formed yesterday by Prof. Adolf Lorenz ot 


the University of Vienna, Prof, Lorenz pro- 
nounced it a complete success, and said he 
had not the least doubt that the child would 
be, able to walk as well as the healthiest 
children when the plaster cast is removed 
next spaing. ~ | 

The operation began shortly after 11 
o'clock at the Armour residence, 3724 Michi- 


gan avenue. Prof. Lorenz was aided by his 


assistant; Dr. Friedrich Mueller of Vienna, 
Dr. Dexter Ashley of New York, who was 
a student under him during the summer; 


Dr. Frank Billings, Dr. John Ridlon, and 


Dr. Billings’ assistant, Dr. J. L. Miller. An 
anesthetic was administered to the patient, 
and she was placed on the opérating chair 
at 11:30. It was nearly 1:30 when the opera- 
tion was finished. 
Donfldent of Success. 
“There is no doubt in my mind that the 


operation will be a success,” said Prof. 
Lorenz last night. Ot course this will 


be proven positively when the cast. Is re- 


moved. The operation in itself was simple 
‘and could have been: performed in Vienna 
as well as here except that Mrs. Armour de- 


’ gired@ to save her daughter the rough trip. 


As it was I was compelled to come to my 


} patient and be the one to be seasick. 


“It required about two hours to perform 
the operation. The right leg was drawn 
down until the end of the femur reached the 
socket where it should rest. Then I turned 
the Iimb out at right angles and applied a 
heavy dressing. Over this was placed a 
thick plaster of paris cast, which will hold 
it in place until spring. The cast is so placed 
that it will allow free movément of the knee, 
go that it will be possible for. the little girl 
to walk after two or three Weekes. She will 
be able to sit up In a few days and will not 
suffer much at any time. 

“The operation in ſtself was simple. <A 
few years ago 1 used to make dn incision 
which made the operation both dangerous 


and difficult. By operating upon 200 patients 


who came to me from all parts of the world, 
one from Japan and a number from Russia, 
I discovered that the incision was unneces- 
sary, and I was able to obtain even better 
results without it. —

Dr. Ashley to Be Left in Charge. 

During Prof. Lorenz s absence in the west 
Dr. Ashley will see the patient, but it is not 
expected that she will require much atten- 
tion from the physicians, her care being 
largely in the hands of her nurse. - 

Local physicians who were present at 
the operation declined last night to say any- 
thing ‘concerning it, leaving the description 
of it entirely to Prof. Lorenz, who performed 
it. The operation was the second which 
had been performed on the child in the last 
two years. When she began to walk two 
years ago she was suffering from a double 
dislocation—that is, both hips were affected. 
In October, 1900, Dr. John Ridton was called 
to see her. Two months later he reduced 
the dislocations in both hips and applied 
plaster of paris casts. When he removed 
these casts in April, 1901, he found the right 
hip out. The left hip was cured and no 
operation since has been necessary upon it. 

While it will be possible for the little girl 
to move around the house after two or three 
weeks it will be with extreme difficulty and 
only with the aid of crutches, The plaster 
cast used by Prof. Lorenz on the right hip 
extends three inches above the hip joint and 
is much heavier than that used by Ameri- 
can surgeons who have performed similar 


operations. 

Dr. Lorenz to Conduct Cjinics. 

Local physicians who have manifested 
great interest in the operation upon Mr. 
Armour’s daughter will have several oppor- 
tunities to observe Prof. Lorenz’s methods 
while heis here. The announcement that he 
would conduct several clinics at which he 
would perform operations has brought appli- 
‘cations from a number of parents who hope 
to have their chiidren cured. Dr. T. A. Davis 
yesterday received an application from a man 
in Wisconsin who desired to bring his child 
here for the clinic at the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons this afternoon at 1 o’ clock. 
Should he bring his child there will be five 
for Prof. Lorenz to operate upon, all suffering 
from congenital dislocations of the hip. Prof. 
Lorenz will be assisted at the operations by 
Dr. Mueller and Dr. Ashley. 4 

Prior to the operations at the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons Prof, Lorenz will 
be entertained at luncheon at the Auditorfum 
Annex by Dr. John L. Porter and Dr, Davis.

OMAHA’S SCHOOL REFO 


Man Who Prohibits Pupils from Carry-- 


ing Pocket Looking Glasses, and 
- Also Frowns on Sweaters and Short 
Sleeves Is Called Funny“ and 
 “Amusing”—Vanity Held All Right 
if It Encourages Clean Faces—Be- 
hind or Ahead of the Times. 


If he only had a mirror Mr. Waterhouse of 
Omaha could see himself as others see him. 


But as he hasn't a mirror and frowns at 


those who have, he may grow gray and griz- 
zled without ever knowing that Chicago, at 
least, considers him ridiculous. . 

Mr. Waterhouse is principal—or cZar, per- 
haps, might be better—of the Omaha high 
School. Some time ago he cast the lime- 
light on himself by forbidding the boys to 
wear sweaters and issuing a general order 
that no girl should attend school in short 
sleeves, no matter how hot the weather.

Out of a dozen neipals of Chi 
one agreed with the Omaha educator. He 
either was so far ahead or behind the times, 
they said, that his ideas of discipline fail to 
meet the needs of the present day child. 
Some said Mr. Waterhouse wae “‘ amusing.”’ 
Others were not so charitable. . 
What ideas! And where did he get 
them?“ was the exclamatory interrogative 
of Louise 8. Curtis of the Doolittle school. 
Here in Chicago we teach the children to 
be careful of their personal appearance. 
Mr. Waterhouse seems to be working in just 
the opposite direction. You can call it vanity 
if you like, but a short time ago, when I 
found a number of my boys arranging their 
hair before a glass door, I ordered the janitor 
to put some black cambric back of the glass 
so there would be a more perfect reflection. 
I have taught school for twenty-five years 
and never have had any trouble with mir- 
rors, sweaters, or short sleeves.“ 

How amusing!’ said Lucia Johnstone of 
the Douglas school. It seems to me Mr. 
Waterhouse is géing out of his way to make 
silly rules. The matter of a child’s dress, 
just so it is tidy and meets the needs of the 
weather, is for the parents to decide. Asfor 
mirrors, I am nat willing to concede that 
they encourage vanity. But even if such is 
the cage it follows that a vain child will 
keep its face clean. And that certainly helps 
some.“ 

Funny Mr. Waterhouse. 
Mr. Waterhouse is funny in more ways 
than one, was the verdict of Florence M. 
Holbrook of the Forrestville school. He 
has ordered the girls not to roll their sleeves 
up, and I do not believe any girl ever did 
such a thing or ever will. Being a man, Mr. 
Waterhouse apparently hasn’t given close 
attention to the fashions and has mistaken 
the regulation short sleeves for sleeves that 
were rolled up.

‘There is an unwritten tradition 
in our nation—and in many places a written 
law—that games and sports are out of place 
on Sunday. I have known police to stop 
the games of the poor, while at the time 
golf was being played not far away. 

„The rich man will run his auto faster 
than the law allows and become indignant if 
interfered with. He is not often interfered 
with. But if a hungry man steals a loaf 
of bread he suffers durance vile. 

„A gambling place on the south side is 
raided with éclat, but those who play pro- 
gressive cards for prizes in a fashionable 
home are unmolested. 

“There is a special responsibility resting 
on the well-to-do classes in this country. 
There may be some excuse for the Pole, Bo- 
hemian, or Greek to violat® our traditions; 
but there is none for the American. If either 
class is to indulge in Sunday games it would 
better be the poor who have no breath of 
fresh air through the week.“

Weeks’ Series of Addresses on the 
Roman Creed. 


A mission for non-Catholic8 was opened 
1 night at the Holy Name cathedral by 
Father Harney and Father Conway, Paulist 
priests from New York. The object of the 
series of lectures to be delivered every night 
but Saturday nights for the next two weeks 
is to explain to those outside the church the 
beliefs and teachings of the Catholic church. 
„The history of the church,“ said Father 
Harney in his introduction, “ which has not 
its equal in human institutions, is enough to 
attract men to a study of its teachings.” 

The subject of the lecture delivered by 
Father Conway last night was the Divinity 
of Christ,” and contained little distinctly 
Catholic doctrine. ‘‘ The Catholic chureh 
teaches that Christ was a man, with the 
body and soul of a man, and at the same 
time God without being two persons in one, 
as the Protestants make it appear when 
they recognize Mary as the mother of Christ 
but not the mother of God,” said the priest.

He allowed 
his friends to call him God and allowed his 
enemies to denounce him as God, Either 
he was God or he was an imposter.

Weather Conditions Denied to Other 


Tracks Prevail for First Week of 

Meeting—Possible Match Race Be- 

| tween McChesney and G. B. Morris’ 
Sombrero Eagerly Awaited by Local 

, Dart Goers—Nothing but Defeat Can 
Dim Macduff Colt’s Reputation, _ 


It has remained for the Worth meeting to 
produc > about the best racing seen on Chi- 
cago tracks this season. At no other time 
this year have such good horses been seen 
on so good a track, which was not the fault 
of the other tracks, but of the weather. Dur- 
ing the spote of good weather and track 
that came earlier in the season the best 
horses were not in condition to show their 
true class if they appeared at all. Last week. 
however, everything favored the sport and 
the real racehorse of the season was probably 
shown in McChesney, while there were other 
daily features better than the average. . 

Yesterday's rain will in all probability mar 
today’s card, but the fields are all large and’ 
can stand a considerable amount of ecratch- 
ing and yet furnish attractive features. The 
local colony, which has not yet got its fill 
of racing for the season of 1902, are hoping 
earnestly fdr another week of favorable 
weather, in which event even better sport 
than that of last week is sure to result. In 
fact, there is a possibility of a meeting be- 
tween McChesney and the best in G. B. 
Morris’ stable, which is generally supposed 
to be Sombrero at the present time. Such a 
meeting would produce great interest and 
would probably take to the local track the 
best crowd it has ever had. But if.yester- 
day's rain should continue it would mar any 
such event, even if it did not interfere with 
it, which it probably would. é 

Interest in Match Race. 75 

The arrival of Mr. Morris’ horses is in itself 
sufficient to help local racing. There is 
enough class in the easterner’s eight 3 year 
olds and 2 year olds to.tincture the sport not 
a little. On today’s card, for example, the 
Missourian has four horses named—Durazzo 
and Bravina, 2 year olds, Stuyve, and Home- 
stead, his 3 year old, which was the cham- 
pion horse on the California tracks last 
winter. 

Should a meeting between Sombrero and 
McChesney be arranged and the Morris colt 
prove successful—on a good track—the result 
would carry with it a harsh blow to the sen- 
timental notions of local race followers. Not 
that a victory would be begrudged Owner 
Morris, for he is one of the most respected 
horsemen on the turf, but because many 
Chicago track followers firmly believe Mc- 
Chesney is not only superior to Sombrero but 
superior to any other 3 year old in the coun- 
try, and that he is in fact the best racehorse 
in training since the retirement of Gold Heels. 

So widely have the lines on the good 3 year 
olds now in the east and those now in the 
west diverged since the day of the American 
Derby that there is not much material for 
satisfactory comparison. The average su- 
periority of eastern thoroughbreds over 
western has never been questioned even by 


western horsemen, and it is natural that east- . 


ern track followers should look no farther 
than their own gection for the éhampion 
horse. Accordingly when Hermis comes 
along toward the latter part of the season 
and demonstrates himself to be the best 3 
year old in the east he is accepted as the 
best in the country. But Chicagoans who 
saw the Derby ean hardly be blamed for 
refusing to believe that Hermis has theclass 
of McChesney. In the Derby Hermis was 
so decisively outclassed in every way that 
not even the effects of his trip west and a 
concession that he has vastly improved since 
Derby day warrants accepting him as better 
than either McChesney or Lucien Appleby. 
In fact, it appears reasonable to believe that 
Hermis’ improvement since June has proba- 
bly put him close to Lucien Appleby’s class. 
For not only did Lucien Appleby decisively 
beat him in the Derby, but he, too, has weath- 
ered the season finely and is a better race- 
horse today than he was on June 22. 
McChesney’s III Luck. 
Mechesney's career this season has been a 
peculiar one, The main feature of it has 
been his {ll luck, which kept him out of the 
Derby, that, judging by later events, he 
ought to have won handily had he gone to 
the post, and also has dimmed his success 
in other ways. A majority of local track 
followers have clung to the notion all year 


that he was the colt of the season, and they 


now feel that their judgment is being verified 
in the showing made by the son of Macduff 
at Worth. 
Quite likely Wyeth has been the basis of 
more or less comparison in the east, but 
local track followers pass up the Derby win- 
ner entirely in making their calculations. 
They believe that Trainer Wishard pointed 
Wyeth especially for the Derby and that the 
colt has not run a race since that day which 
indicated what his ability is when at his 


best. Possibly he may show it again next 


spring in the big eastern handicaps, but it 

seems sure that as a campaigner Lucien Ap- 

pleby is a superior horse to Wyeth. ö 
Advance Guard an Example. | 


Another horse now in the east which ar- 
fords westerners a line is the valiant Ad- 


‘vance Guard. The latter is conceded to be 


the best aged horse in the east since Gold 
Heels’ day, and some even believed him bet- 
ter than the son of The Bard when they were 
meeting each other in eastern races. Now, 
westerners are quite as familiar with Ad- 
vance Guard's ability as are the easterners, 
for it was in Chicago that Advance Guard 
first showed he was a great racehorse. He 
showed it here quite as conclusively to 
shrewd judges by the races he ran at Wash- 
ington park in 1900 and 1901 as he has shown 
it in the east this year, yet all of this was 
overlooked by the easterners this season 
when the son of Great Tom began his bril- 
liant campaign and when they went looking 
for former evidences of the horse’s promise 
the best they could find was two or three 
fair races that he ran in the east last year, 
when he was beaten and when his showing 
was most disappointing to Chicagoans, who 
had seen him perform vastly better on local 


cks. 
r of Which goes to show that it is hard 
to compare eastern and western horses, for 
just as good eastern colts have almost in- 
variably been beaten in the Derby as have 
western horses almost invariably been 
beaten in the east, especially when they have 
gone to New York the same season of their 
successes here. 

But the interest in sectional races will 
never cease, and that is why a meeting be- 
tween Sombrero and McChesney would 
arose so much attention. Perhaps, if it is 
prought about, McChesney will be beaten 
and the superiority of eastern horses will be 
further established. As great surprises and 
disappointments have fallen to the lot of 
western racing enthusiasts.
